son of Texas, having seen the 
light of day*on March 13, 1902, 
in Bell Falls, Texas, the son of 
Jiles Benton Elliott and Mattie 
Lou Allen. He moved to Florida 
in 1921, stopping. briefly in 
Bradenton and then settling in 
Pahokee, Florida, Palm Beach 
County, in 1922, For many years 
he was engaged in the automo- 
bile business as well as being 
extremely active in the civic 
work of his community. During 
this time he served several 
terms as Chairman of the Town 
Council. He and his lovely wife, 
Velva, are the parents of four 
fine children, three boys and a 
girls, Patsy, B. Jr., Ronnie and 
Wayne. He was first elected ,to 
the Florida House of Repre- 
sentatives in 1945 from Palm 
Beach County and served this 
body. and the citizens of Flor- 
ida for five consecutivé terms. 

"In 1951, the members of the 
House of Representatives honor- 
ed him and the citizens of Palm 
Beach County by electing him 
as their Speaker, the only man 
tọ have ever served in this cap- 
acity in the history. of Palm 
Beach County.
